A general survey of the religious 
condition and needs of this county, 
as part of the world-wide surveys .be- 
ing made by Ithe Interchurdh World 
Movement of North America, will be 
made as soon as the organization of 
a county council and -other prelimin- 
ary steps now under way have been 
completed. 


Every Evangelical 
denomination 
has been invited to "cooperate in the 
work. The survey is .to be made by 
competent investigators who are sat- 
isfactory to all the churches. The ob- 
ject is to obtain an impartial 
and 
complete summary -of all the facts re- 
lating to the condition of ' every 
church in tihe county as to its finan- 
ces, its memtoership, whether grow- 
ing, stationary or declining, whether 
it has ia resident pastor, -what famil- 
ies are included in its ministry, how 
often its people are visited 'by pastors 
what familes in Ithe county are with- 
out pastoral oversight etc. 


The county council will be expect- 


ed to assemble this information. I 
will then be sent on for tabulation to 
the state eoujLcil but, in the mean 
time, the facts will be laid before <al 
the leaders in all the denominations 
of ithe county who will Ibe invited to 
attend conferences where local pro 
grams to fit the ascertained fact 
will be worked out by common agree 
ment. 


What is being done in this country 
is being repeated Jn every one of -th 
3000 rural counties of the Unitei 
States. Similiar studies of religious 
conditions abroad are being made 
through the missionaries in the field 
through government forces, through 
private agencies 
and through 
the 
headquarters of the great American 
mission societies. 


The Interchurch World Movement 


is a cooperative effort of 'the "mission- 
ary boards, church extension societi- 
es, and similar benevolent agencies 
of all the Evangelical churches to 
work out a unified Christian program 
It is not a movement for 
organic 
church union. 
On the contrary, it 
expects each denominational society 
work with its own money through 
its own machinery. The idea is to 
make systematic and complete study 
of everything that Is to be done and 
to have all the constituent bodies get 
together and agree upon which part 
of the work each is to undertake. 


The movement originated last fall 
with certain inem'bers of the Foreign 
Missionary Board of the Presbyterian 
church, .South. Acting upon a sugges- 
tion from these men, 135 representa- 
tives of various missionary societies 
of many denomination met in New 
York City in December. This confer- 
ence decided that something of the 
kind could be done and appointed a 
committee of 20 leaders in various 
churches to work out a plan. 


~The committee of 20 worked out a 
system of 
cooperation it 
thought 


would be satisfactory. To consider it, 
a general conference was called at 
Cleveland, Ohio, in 'May. This con-

Humane Treatment 


Any person who shall wantonly or 
ruelly ill-treat, overload, beat or 
therwise abuse any animal is liable 
o a fine of two hundred dollars and 
,n imprisonment of one year. 


Any person who shall maliciously 


kill, .maim, or disfigure any dom'estic 
animal, or administer prison to it, is 
iable to a fine of five hundred dol- 
ars'and three years imprisonment by 
separate or- solitary confinement at 
.abor. 


It shall be unlawful lor any own- 
;r to offer for sale, or sell any horse 
which by reason of debility, disease 
or lameness, or for other cause could 
not be worked in this Commonwealth 
without violating the laws against 
sruelty to animals. 


Any policeman, constable <or agent 


or pad the udder of any cow or who 
shall wilfully allow it to go umnilked 
for a period of twenty-four hours or 
more for the purpose of enhancing 
the- appearance or size of the udder 
of said cow or who shall by a muzzle 
or any other device prevent its calf 
from obtaining nourishment shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor- 
Any poiceman, constable or agent 


of any Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals shall, upon his 
own view of any such misdemeanor 
make an arrest. 


The ipolice force shall, as occasion 
may require, assist the Society, its 
members or agents, in the enforce- 
ment of all laws for the protection of 
dumb animals.

By DR. FRANK CRANE. 


1. What Is the League of Nations? 
A. A union of the strongest civilized 


nations formed at the conclusion ol 
the great war.

the Council our interest will be pro- 
tected there. We hear It said that the 
League is formed for the benefit of 
Great Britain or Japan or some other 
one nation. This is not true. All the 
nations will gain by it, not only the 
great nations such as the United 
States, Great Britain, France, Japan 
and Italy, but the little nations which 
in the past have been oppressed by 
their big neighbors. The International 
court will give an opportunity for the 
settlement of old grievances which 
have long troubled the peoples of the 
world. 


It has been said that the League 


will interfere with the Monroe Doc- 
trine, but the League Covenant ex- 
pressly protects this Doctrine. In fact, 
through the Covenant the Monroe Doc- 
trine receives recognition throughout 
the world and its principles become 
forever established.

Seven million one hundred thousand 


men who had laid down their lives in 
the great war. 
Think of it! Seven 


million, one hundred thousand young 
men had died on the field of battle! 


What does that mean to •the women 


of the world? It means that seven 
million one hundred thousand women 
walked day by day with their faces 
toward an open grave that they might 
give life to a son. It means that 
seven million one hundred thousand 
little children lay in the arms of a 
mother whose love had made them 
face even the terrors of death that 
they might become the 
mothers of 


men. 


It means that year after year these 


women had put up their lives into the 
lives of their sons until they had rear- 
ed them to be men. For what? 
In 


the hope that these sons of theirs could 
give to the world the things for which 
women dream, the things for which 
women hope and pray and long. These 
were the things that the women had 
in their hearts when they gave birth 
to their sons. 


But who can estimate the value of 


seven million one hundred thousand 
dead sons of the women of the world? 
Who can estimate the price which the 
women have paid for this war; what 
It has cost them, not only in the death 
of their sons, because that is a phase 
of our war to which we look. 


The Courage pf Women. 


We hear our orators tell us of the 


courage of our men. How they went 
across the sea. Very few of them re- 
member to' tell us of the courage of 
our women, who also went across the 
sea; of the women who died nursing 
the sick a,nd wounded; the 
women 


who died in the hospitals, where the 
terrible bombs came and drove them 
almost to madness. 
They tell 
us 


nothing of the forty thousand English 
women who went to work back of the 
trenches in France. 


They tell us nothing of the thou- 


sands upon thousands upon thousands 
of women who not onl£ toiled and 
worked and slaved in order that the 
war might be successful, but we do 
not hear of the thousands of women, 
not alone in Armenia, not alone in 
Montenegro, not alone in Serbia, but 
n Flanders, in Belgium, In Rumania, 
in Russia—the thousands of women 
who lie in graves today, murdered, 
30 horribly murdered that men dare 
not speak of It. 


And yet we women are asked what 


we know about the League of Na- 
tions ; asked what we can understand 
ibout a League of Nations. Oh men! 
iie horrible deaths; the horrible lives 
Df thousands upon thousands of wo- 
men today in all these nations, who 
must live, and who must look in the 
faces of children unwelcomed, unde-

1. The law of'the Lord Is perfect 


(v. 7). The law here means the fun- 
damental principles which God as a

8. The statutes of the Lord are 


right (v. 8). 
His statutes are the 


principles given to us to fit us for the 
different relationships'of life. These 
are just and equitable, because they 
are from the righteous God. They re- 
joice the heart, because the true heart 
rejoices in justice and equity. 


4. The commandment of the Lord 


(v. 8). This brings into view the per- 
sonal God who stands back of His 
law to enforce its demands. 
This, 


commandment is free from error and 
deceit, and it enlightens the eyes. The 
effect of God's law is to give man 
ability, not only to understand his love 
and salvation, but to be wise as to the 
things about him. 


5. The fear of the Lord Is clean 


(v. 9). The reading of the Word of 
God produces reverential fear in the 
heart of the reader. Those who have 
this godly fear have their hearts 
cleansed from sin. The life and rela- 
tionship founded upon this fear abide 
forever. 


6. The judgments of the Lord are 


true and righteous .(vv. 9-11). 


By judgments is meant the sen- 


tences pronounced by God's Word.

These judgments serve as warnings;

GOOD COOP FOR MOTHER HENS 


Loss of Chicles by Exposure May Bo 


Largely. Prevented—Guard Against 


Vermin. 


CPre-pared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


It is not good poultry management 


to allow the mother hen to range un- 
restricted with her chicks. With such 
freedom the hen frequently takes her 
brood through wet grass, and as a re- 
sult some are chilled and die, especial- 
ly the weaker ones, which are likely 
to be left behind. The loss of young 
chicks which follows such a practice 
Is large and mainly preventable. Fur- 
fhermore^ tb_e food which a brood al-

lowed to range with the hen obtains 
goes very largely to keep the heat of 
the body and the chicks ,do not make 
•as good growth, as they otherwise 
would. 


Chick losses of this nature can be 


largely prevented by shutting the hen 
In a coop. 
Any style of coop which 


Is dry, ventilated, and can be closed 
at night to protect the brood against 
cats, rats and other animals, and which 
while confining the hen, will allow the 
chicks to pass in and out freely after 
they are a few days old, will be satis- 
factory. 
The hen should be confined 


until the chicks are weaned, though a 
small yard may be attached to the 
coop, if desired, to allow the hen to 
exercise. 
The fence can be raised 


from the ground far enough to allow 
the chicks to go in and out, but not 
high enough for the hen to osca;>o. By 
using a coop the chicks can find shel- 
ter and warmth under the hen at any 
time, arid the weaklings after a few 
flays may develop into strong, healthy 
chicks. 


Where chicks are raised with hens, 


they arc likely to become infested with 
lice. If the lice get very numerous, 
they greatly retard the chicks' growth 
and may even cause their death. The 
hen should he powdered thoroughly 
with some good insect powder .before 
she is put. in the coop with the chicks 
and at intervals of several days or a 
week thereafter. 
The baby chicks 


should be examined for lice, particu- 
larly on the bead, under the wings and 
about the vent. If any «re found, a 
little grease, snob as lard, should he 
rubbed on those places. Apply grease 
moderntely, as too much will injure 
the chicks. Tho chicks should be ex- 
amined frequently and the treatment 
repeated If lice are found on them.

ON 
CONTRACTS 


Showing a saving of $52,653,697, 


the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts 
of the Navy Department has made a 
report to Acting Secretary Roosevelt 
on the work of cancelling and ad- 
justing contracts for millions of dol- 
lars' worth of supplies" "and equip 
ments outstanding cV the date of the 
Armistice. In its report the bureau 
explains that its figures do not refer 
to ordnance contracts for 
armor, 


shells or gun forgings, or to contracts 
of the solicitor of the department's 
bureau. It shows contracts yet out- 
standing to the total value of $105,- 
000,000, "the greater part of which, it 
is thought, will be saved in the final 
adjustment. 


At the signing of the Armistice the 


department was able by quick, action' 
and conservative dealing to withhold 
or immediately to cancel contracts 
on material no longer necessary, and 
for construction which had not yet 
begun. These contracts aggregated 
$27,420,427. Other contracts already 
in effect -at that time, numbering ap- 
proximately S5S, the department was 
able to cancel partially. This action 
saved $24,163,866 without loss or 
liabilty to the navy. In 226 other con-
